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1. DESPITE DEPARTMENT'S BEST EEEORTS TO DESCRIBE RIGIDI- 
TIES OE U.S. LEGAL PRACTICE WHICH PREVENT EXTRADITION IN 
EADILI CASE (REETEL), UAE MIN/INT OEFICIALS ARE APPARENTLY 
DEPARTING THE U.S. UNHAPPY WITH COOPERATION THEY HAVE 
RECEIVED EROM USG. 

2. DEPARTMENT OEFICERS MET ONCE AGAIN WITH UAE MINANT 
OEFICIALS, THIS TIME ACCOMPANIED BY UAE AMBASSADOR MADEA, 

TO REVIEW STATUS OE EADILI CASE. DEPARTMENT SUGGESTED 
MEETING WHEN IT BECAME CLEAR THAT MIN/INT OEEICIALS WERE 
UNHAPPY OVER PROGRESS IN INVESTIGATING EADILI CASE. 

DURING MEETING DEPARTMENT OFEICERS ONCE AGAIN REVIEWED WITH 
UAE OEEICIALS SIMPLE INABILITY OE USG TO EXTRADITE EADILI 
IN ABSENCE OE EXTRADITION TREATY. WHILE AMBASSADOR MADFA 
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SEEMED TO UNDERSTAND THIS POINT, TWO MIN/INT OEFICIALS 
APPARENTLY STILL CONSTRUED USG'S INABILITY TO EXTRADITE 
EADILI AS UNWILLINGNESS TO COOPERATE. 

3. DEPARTMENT OEFICERS ALSO REVIEWED WITH UAE OEFICIALS 
TWO SEPARATE ALTERNATIVES TO EXTRADITION OE EADILI BRO- 
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THERS, NAMELY PROSECUTION UNDER U.S. LAW AND DEPORTATION 
OF FADILI BROTHER WHO IS A RESIDENT ALIEN. DEPARTMENT 
OFFICERS REPORTED THAT SECRET SERVICE, WHICH IS INVESTI- 
GATING POSSIBLE VIOLATION OF U.S. ANTI-COUNTERFEITING 
STATUTE, HAD INTERVIEWED ADIL FADILI AND EXPECTED TO 
INTERVIEW ALA FADILI IMMEDIATELY UPON HIS RETURN TO THE 
U.S. FROM A TRIP ABROAD. DEPARTMENT OFFICERS ALSO IN- 
FORMED UAE OFFICIALS OF SECRET SERVICE'S OFFER TO ARRANGE 
FOR UAE OFFICIALS TO INTERVIEW FADILI BROTHERS THEMSELVES, 
HOWEVER, UAE OFFICIALS DID NOT TAKE ADVANTAGE OF THIS 
OPPORTUNITY. 

4. ON QUESTION OF DEPORTATION OF FADILI BROTHER WHO IS 

A RESIDENT ALIEN, DEPARTMENT OFFICERS FIRST STRESSED THE 
LEGAL DIFFICULTY OF THIS PROCESS UNDERLINING THE TIME 
DEPORTATION CAN TAKE (CA TWO YEARS). DEPARTMENT OFFICERS 
THEN NOTED THAT MIN/INT OFFICIALS HAD MENTIONED DURING 
EARLIER MEETING THAT ONE FADILI HAD BEEN IN lAIL IN THE 
UAE FOR A YEAR. SINCE THIS JAIL TERM MIGHT HAVE AFFECTED 
VALIDITY OF ORIGINAL APPLICATION FOR ENTRY TO U.S., DE- 
PARTMENT OFFICERS SUGGESTED THAT UAE MIN/INT OFFICIALS 
CALL ON IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION INVESTIGATOR TO 
ASSIST WITH POSSIBLE DEPORTATION INVESTIGATION. MIN/INT 
OFFICIALS DEMURRED STATING THAT THEY WERE UNPREPARED TO 
COMMENT ON THIS ASPECT OF FADILI CASE, SINCE FILES CON- 
TAINING DETAILS OF FADILTS PRISON TERM WERE STILL IN THE 
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EMIRATES. THEY SAID THAT WHEN THEY RETURNED TO UAE, THEY 
WOULD PREPARE AS COMPLETE A FILE AS POSSIBLE ON ALL AS- 
PECTS OF FADILI CASE, AND WOULD TRANSMIT THIS FILE TO U.S. 
JUSTICE OFFICIALS THROUGH EMBASSY. DEPARTMENT OFFICERS 
OFFERED TO KEEP UAE OFFICIALS ABREAST OF PROGRESS IN 
INVESTIGATIONS THROUGH EMBASSY ABU DHABI. 

5. COMMENT/ACTION REQUESTED: IN LIGHT OF MEETING DESCR- 
IBED ABOVE AND RATHER CLEAR INDICATION THAT UAE MIN/INT 
OFFICIALS WERE LEAVING THE U.S. UNSATISFIED WITH COOPER- 
ATION THEY RECEIVED, WE ARE CONCERNED WITH THE REPORT 
THEY WILL MAKE TO HIGHER UAE LEGAL OFFICIALS. EMBASSY 
SHOULD AGAIN SEEK OPPORTUNITY TO DESCRIBE USG'S POSITION 
ON THIS MATTER TO APPROPRIATE UAE OFFICIALS, STRESSING 
COMPLETE WILLINGNESS TO COOPERATE WITHIN THE CONSTRAINTS 
SET BY U.S. LEGAL SYSTEM AND PRACTICE.
